Hor- 
rified, she jumped up ana dressed her- 
self anci went out for a <Ioctor, but 
when medical . help arrived, her hus- 
band was dead. 


FOUND 
HOLDING 
REVOLVER. 


When found by Dr. Whltworth, Mal- 


lory still lay in bed and in his hand 
held the revolver from whifh the shot 
had been fired. 


On the floor beside the bed lay an 


open grip from which the revolver had 
evidently been taken. ' 


There was not a.note or word of any 


kind left by the dead man to explain 
his act, and it can be accounted for in 
no other way by Mrs. Mallory than bjf 
the belief that he had become despond- 
ent because his health was not of the 
best. 


AT THEATER

The dead man was In fine spirits 


Ias.t night. In fact, he took his 
wife 


and Miss Wood, a friend of the family 
who was employed by Mallory in his 
store, to the theater In San Francis- 
co. They enjoyed the performance at 
the Lyceum and Mr. Mallory and his 
wife took a late train home for Ber- 
keley.

STILL HELD THE PISTOL. 


The."remains were not disturbed un- 


til Deputy Coroner Streightif was sum- 
moned. The hand that was stilled in 
death firmly grasped the pistol which 
was held close against the body of 
the deceased. 


Mallory did not even'get out of his 


bed to secure the pistol with which he 
took 'his life. It was his custom to 
carry the firearm in a small grip

Board of Regents of the State University, continues to provoke adverse 
criticism. Some of these criticisms are violent and inflammatory, and some 
are perversive of the factr. 
In general, they dlslose a lamentable miscon- 


ception of the theory of .the law in dealing with crime and criminals. 
In 


Isolated instances they are tinctured with base insinuation wholly without 
warrant or justification. 


The burden of these criticisms I:; to the effect that McKowen should have 


been given a sentence in proportion to the amount he stole. 
TJhe law pun- 


ishes theft, and dishonesty is not measured by the amount stolen. 
A man 


may steal a dollar under circumstances indicating- a greater degree of turpi- 
tude than would be exhibited in at.other man who stole a million. Let us 
suppose a man be sentenced one year for stealing fifty dollars. 
Should an- 


other man who stole fifty thousand be sentenced to a thousand years' im- 
prisonment? 
The thing- Is impossible, even if the degree of crime can be 


measured by the returns It yield? in Its perpetrator. 
Many years ago three 


men in Georgia murdered a man 01. the highway and only got fifteen cents 
as the result of their crime. Should they have beer, given fifteen days apiece 
In Jail Instead of being hanged? 
Would the crime have 
been 
any 
more 


atrocious if the pockets of the murdered man had contained fifteen thousand 
dollars ? 


It Is gravely stated Mc-Kowen's offense is more than ordinarily heinous 


because he stole the trust funds or the University. 
The character of the 


money stolen does not give compli xion to the crime. 
A thief steals that 


which is within his reach and easii st to steal. 
The money of a widow or 


orphan or confiding Individual is a:; sacred as anybody's money. 


It Is assumed that McKowen is doubly guilty because he bet the stolen 


money on the race track. Would it. have been any different if he had lost it 
In the stock market? Gambling Is ,- demoralizing vice, and it was this fata! 
passion that led McKowen. t man na'urally honest, to steal to gratify its crav- 
ing.
